iffiDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT. 


To  the  Chairman"  and  Merabers  of  the 
Belper  Rural  District  Council. 


Gentlemen,  - • 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  consideration  my  13th 
iinnual  Report  on  the  Health , and: Eanit ary. .Conditions  of  the  district.  Tlie 
Report  is  for  the  year  ended  31  sf  Deceraber  1944. 

The  report  is  compiled,  in . accordance  -vrith  instructions'  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and.  much  detail  in  connection  with  water  supplies  is 
required. 

During  the  year  progress  Continued  in  the  immunisation  of  childi'en 
against  diphtheria  and  up  to  date  55.5%  of  all  children  under  5 years  had 
been  treated,  .v/hilst  72%  between  5-15  years  had  . also  been  immunised. 

These  figures  may  be  considered  fairly  satisfactory  considering  the  large 
area  our  ..district  covers,  but  the  aim  is  to  obtain  at  least  75%  i-u  each  age 
group.  The  only  case  of  diph-theria  in  the  -v/hole  of  the  year  v^/^as  a member 
of  the  A.T.S.  stationed  in  the  area.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  the 
past’  3 years  we  have  only  had  6 cases  of  this  disease  and  no  doubt"  the 
immunisation  of  children  has  played  a big  part  in  keeping  the  figures  so  low. 

The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  disease  is  considerably  less  than 
in  the  previous  year,  mainly  due  to  having  only  11  cases  of  measles  as  against 
240  in  1943.  The  scarlet  fever  figure  (l22  cases),  is  the  hipest  n\amber 
for  many  years  and  the  bulk  of  such. cases  were  in  the  Kilbum  Parish.  In 
Kilbum  there  were  43  cases;  Horsley  ¥oodhouse  10;  Denby  9;  Duf field  and 
Crich  8 each;  Holbrook  7;  South  ''?/'ingf  ield.  6;  Smalley  and  Holloway  5 each; 
Alder-Ausley  and  AMlestree  3 each;  Coxbench,  Mapperley,  Shipley,  Kedleston 
and  Horsley  2 each;  Quaiudon,  Fla.xholme,  Morley,  Parley  Abbey  and  lAiatstand- 
well  1 each. 

Figures  for  pulmonany  and  non-pulmonary  tubei-culosis  are  the  Icrwest 
for  a great  many  yeans.  The  Tubei-culosis  Dispensary  at  tte  County  Off  ices, 
Derby  is  open  on  Friday  of  each  week  for  the  treatment  of  patients,  v/ho  are 
also  visited  at.  their  homes  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  and  the  Health  Visitor. 
Advice  concerning  the  T.B.  Allavances  Schefie  may  also  be  obtained  at  the 
Dispensary. 

There  were  22  cases  of  dj^sentery  in  the  following  Pa.rishes:- 

Shipley  6 children;  S-'.-ialley  8 children  and  3 adults;  Coxbench 

1 child;  MackiTOrth  1 adult;  Kedleston  3 adults,  all  members  of 

the  A.T.S.

In  other,  .case.s.  .your  .SLanitary  Inspectors  have  taken  action  to  improve 
unsat is.f act orj;  premises. 

?/ater  Supplies,. 

Pf  the  28  Parishes  comprising  the  Rural  District,  12  are 
furnisted  with  a piped  supply  of  water  by  the  Council,  Pour  Parishes 
are  v/ithin  the  statutory  water  area  of  Derby  Corporation  and  the  remaining 
12  Parishes  have  no  piped  supply,  Particula.rs  of  the  Parishes  are  set 
out  bela7 : - 

(a)  Parishes  in  which  a piped  supply  of  abater  is  afforded  by  the  Council 

Crich,  Derby,  Dethick,  Lea  & Holloway,  Duffield,  Holbrook,  Horsley, 
Horsley  Y/oodhouse , Kilbum,  Happerley,  Pentrich,  Smalley  and  South 
Y/'ingfield. 

(b)  Parishes  situated  r/ithin  the  s ta.tu to ry  water  area  of  Derby  Corporation:-* 

Allestree,  Da.rley  Abbey,  Quamdan  and  l.iackrorth, 

(c)  Parishes  in  vrhich  there  is  no  piped  supply  of  vrater  furnished  by  the 

Council, 


Alderwasley,  Ashleyhay,  Hazelv/ood.,  Idridgehay,  Kedleston,  Kirk  Lan^ey, 
Ravensdale  Park,  Shipley,.  Shottle,  Tumditch,  Heston  Undervrood, 

Y/ indie  y. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  Council  to  the  12  Parishes  named 
above  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality,  ^Tith  the  exception  of  that  from 
Carver  Springs  in  the  Parish  of  Dethick,  Lea  & Holloway  which  partly 
supplies  the  needs  of  Crich,  Dethick,  Lea  & Holloway,  Pentrich  and  South 
Wingfield.  The  Council  received  a report  from  the  County  Analyst  Hiat 
the  raw  vmter  supply  must  be  regarded  as  unsatisfactory  for  human 
consumption  because  of  surface  pollution.  The  matter  was  investigated 
at  once  by  the  Crich  Joint  YYater_ Committee,  who  called  in  Hr,  P.W.  Hodson, 
Consulting  Engineer,  who  reported  to  them  that  the  luollution  appeared  to 
be  of  animal  origin,  and  that  as  the  whole  of  the  supply  Y/-as  chlorinated 
before  being  pumped  for  use  into  the  roains  it  iTas  in  all  respects  fit  for 
hujman  consumption.  In  times  of  shortage  of  supply  from  these  springs, 
the  demand  is  met  under  an  Award  by  the  Alfreton  Urban  District  Council. 

The  quantity  of  water  a.vailable  in  the  Smalley  Joint  Area 
v/hich  comprises  the  Parishes  of  Denby,  Horsley,  Horsley  Woodhouse,  Kilbum 
and  Smalley,  is  at  times  insufficient  to  meet  normal  Requirements  because 
of  the  increased  consumption  of  water  in  that  area,  particularly  since  the 
Y^ar  stanted.  That  part  .of  the  area  Yz-hich  suffers  the  most  acute  shortage 
. is  in  the  Heanor  Road,  Smalley  Y/nich  is  the  furthest  from  the  Council’s 
Reservoir  at  Highvzood  in  the  Parish  of  Holbmok-  The  Council  are,  however, 
no, 7 erecting  a.  Yzaler  tower  on  land  forming  part  of  the  gardens  of  trzo  of 
their  Council  houses  in  Richardson  Drive,  Y/hich  Yzill  be  filled  during  the 
night  and  v/nich  v/ill  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  normal  requirements  of  the 
residents  in  that  area. 


The  Y/ater  supply  in  the  Parish  of  Duffield  is  adequate  to  meet 
all  normal  ■ re quireme  nts ; but  the  Duffield  Parochial.  Committee  are  considering 
the  advisability  of  increasing  the  size  of  the  reservoir  at  Ha.zelYrood, 
anticipating  an  increased  consumption  of  v/ater  Yzhen  building  operations 
in  that  Parish  are  resuraed. 
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Bacteriological  examinations  are  made  of  the  "water  supplies 
to  all  the  12  Parishes  in-' the  Rural  District  for  which  the  Council  are 
the  v/ater  undertakers,  this  is  done  every  six  months,  ” Approximately 
88/b  of  dwelling  houses  and  a similar  percentage  of  the  population  of  the 
v;"hole  Rural  District  are  supplied  "with  water  from  Public  Water  Mains, 
and  so  fan  as  is  kna'm,  no  houses  ane  supplied  "with  water  by  means  of 
stand  pipes.  No  samples  were  taken  for  plumbo-solvency. 

During  the  year  a new  3 inch  water  main  "was  laid  from  the 
boimdary  of  Kilbum  Parish  into  Holbrook^  a distance  of  550  yands.  This 
main  has  improved  the  quantity  of  v/ater  supplied  to  Holbrook  Parish,  A 
nev7  main  115  yards  long  and  3 inch  diameter  v/as  laid  at  Pritchley  to  give 
an  improved  supply  to  several  cottages,  which  previously  had  only  a very 
poor  supply,' 

There  ¥rere  no  extensions  qr  alterations  during  the  year  to 
the  sewage  works  or  sev/ers  of  the  Council, 

With  the  termination  of  the  War  in  Europe,  I look  forv/"ard  to 
the  time  v/hen  it  will  bo  possible  to  improve  the  sanitation  of  many  of 
our  Parishes,  Ti.ore  is  still  a number  in  which,  there  is  no  organised 
collection  of  refuse  and  in  v/hich  the  closet  a.ccoimodation  consists  mainly 
of  pails  and  privies.  Eventually  sewers  "will  have  to  be  extended  to 
enable  progress  to  be  made  in  this  direction. 

Housing  also  will  have  to  be  in  the  forefront,  and  when  the 
survey  of  all  houses  in  the  Rural  District  has  been  completed  and  all 
necessary  action  taken  to  bring  all  such  premises  up  to  a modem  standard, 
I feci  sure  I shall  be  able  to  report  a better  and  healthier  district. 

On  the  follovifing  pages  you  Thrill  find  certain  tables  and 
comparisons,  and  I ^.rould  thank  "che  Members  of  the  Council,  the  Clerk, 

(Mr,  H.H.  Creaser),  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  other  Officials  for  "their

The  abcT'/e  table  shows  the  rise  anl  fall  of  the  various  disea.ses 
during  the  past  7 years. 
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During  the  year  3^i  persons  died  — I58  males  and  11-6  females  — 
a decrease  of  1 on  the  previous  year.  The  Death  Rate  "was  11.14  compared 
with  11.74  last  year  and  11.08  in  1942.  (Death  Rate  for  England  & Wales 
v/’as  11,6.), 

Births  registered  during  the  year  totalled  531 : - 263  malss 
and  268  females.  The  total  represents  an  increase  of  IO7  over  1943  and 
114  over  1942.  The  Birth  Rate  v/as  19.98  as  against  16,31  in  1943  and 
15,77  in  1942.  (Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  v/as  17.6.).

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MiMTIAL  REPORT  OP  THE 


SANITi\RY  INSPECTORS 

FOR  THE  YMR  EiTDED  31st.  DECEMBER  19kUo 


Gentlemen, 

' Again  it  is  our  duty  to  present  a brief  report  on  the  functioning  of  the 
Public  Health  Services  during  another  year  of  war.  Looking  back  on  the  year, 

we  are  somewhat  surprised  to  note  how  little  real  deterioration  has  taken  place 
in  the  services  given  by  this  Authority,  during  the  fifth  year  of  the  mr..  The 
ratepayers  have  most  philosophically  accepted  such  currailmont  as  was  obligatory, 
as  being  inevitable  and  comparatively  fev/  complaints  have  been  made.  Not  many 
changes  have  taken  place  in  your  employees  and  it  has  not  been  deemed  advisable 
to  resort  to  regular  overtime. 

The  personnel  of  the  administrative  side  remains  as. in  previous  years. 

Dr.  R.C.  iillen.  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Mr.  J..  Layccck,  Sanitary  Inspector 
for  the  Southern  ^irea  and  Ivlr^  Cooper  for  the  Northern  area. 

Towards  the  end  of  ,tho  year  your  Inspectors  subsiitted  individual  reports 
on  administration  for  your,  consideration.  Under  yo'.:r  Clerk,  new  sub-committees 
have  been  set  up  to  consider  post-war  problems  relating  to  Housing > Water-Supplies 
and  . Sewage  Disposal,  whilst  the  Riiral  Housing  Report  also  has  been  under  con- 
sideration. 

HOUSING. 


This  has  largely  been  a year  of  marking  time  and.  more  preparation  awaiting 
the  cessation  of  hostilities.  Inspection  and  recording  of  houses  of  the  work- 

ing classes  awaits  more  sec  bled  times  v/hen  labour  in  the  building  trades  will  be 
available  for  under  present  conditions  it  is  too  obvious  that  during  the  time  which 
must  elapse  between  inspection  ci.nd  replacement,  circxamstances  may  entirely  have 
changed.  Therefore  bare  maintenance  had  to  be  accepted, 

RURi'iL  HOUSING.  This  required  , the  inspection  and  classification  of  all 
working  class  houses  in  every  rural  area.  There  are  five  categories,  the  last 
three  principally  to  be  dealt  vdth  under  the  first  survey. 

The  preliminary  survey  is  to  "ascertain  the  general  position"  of  rural 
housing,  and  the  scheme  is  under  the  consideration  of  the  County  Committee « 

The  Council's  attention  is  drawn  to  the  Mnistry's  suggestion  that  the  Rural 
Councils  should  mako  use  of  any  temporary  labour  available  - skilled  or  unskilled, 
in  making  the  preliminary  survey. 

Applications  have  been  received  from  persons  inadequately  housed  for  almost 
anything  which  can  bo  made  weatherproof.  Some  dilapidated  properties  have  been 
so  repaired  even  up  to  the  cost  of  approximately  £100  per  house.  Even  so  the 
needs  have  not  been  met, 

MILK  IM)  DAIRIES. 

].fuch  time  has  been  taken  up  with  the  wo.rk  of  following  up  samples  of  milk 
Tf^ch  have  been  proved  to  be  of  poor  keeping  quality.  Naturally  this  was 
during  the  summer  months  and  rarely  was  the  fault  fourJ  to  be  the  result  of  bad 
or  caneless  methods  of  handling  the  milk  on  the  farms.  The  chief  cause  was 

attributable  to  either  the  insufficiency  or  the  high  uomnerature  of  the  water 
supply,  with  a poor  sorvico  of  chums  taking  a high  secondary  place.  On  some 
of  the  faims  an  improvement  of  the  water-supply  has  been  effected  under  the  scheme 
i^ereby  the  County  i^gri cultural  Committee  bear  one  hal.?  the  cost,  but  tho 


temperature  of  the  public  supplies  is  not  ideal.  War  conditions  seem  to 
have  made  it  impossible  for  the  collecting  firms  to  provide  siafficient  chums 
or  of  suitable  size,  resulting  in  the  producer  being  compelled  to  mix  night's 
and  morning's  milk. 

A third  contributory  reason  was  found  in  the  length  of  time  the  milk 
was  waiting  on  the  roadside,  deposited  there  for  reasons  of  transport  and  the 
length  of  time  the  milk  was  in  transit. 

But  the  v/ater  problem  was  undoubtedly  the  main  cause,  and  resulted  in 
many  visits  to  certain  badly  supplied  farm  premises.

As  you  are  aware,  the  area  has  a fairly  satisfactory  piped  water-supply. 
A very  high  percentage  of  thv.  properties  are  provided  with  a supply  on  to  the 
sink.  Unfortunately  even  in  the  parishes  with  this  supply,  there  still  remains 
one  or  two  black  spots,  where,  largely  because  they  aro  at  a high  elevation, 
and  perhaps  at  the  head  of  the  main,  there  are  a fev/  houses  where  the  supply 
is  int^imittent.  This  condition  is  experienced  chiefly  in  the  parishes  of 

Holbrook  and  Smalley.  Schemes  to  improv'"’  conditions  axe  being  promoted  and 
should  lead  to  a great  measure  of  amelioration.  The  "Rural  Water-Supplies" 
proposals  have  been  before  you  during' the  year  and  certain  recommendations  of 
extension  on  the  exploration  of  new  sources  of  supply,  have  been  adopted  as 
post-war  policy. 

LRiUHACS  AKD  SEiTSRAGS. 


a corollary  of  mi'clng  provision  for  a piped  water  supply  to  all 
sizeable  groups  of  cottages  as  may  be  practicable,  sewage  disposal  for  small 
areas  is  a consequence  necessarily  following.  This  is  a task  which  must 
require  time  for  the  selection' of  suitable  sites  to  deal  with  as  large  an  area 
as  will  be  possible  or  compatible  with  the  volume  of  the  stream  to  ’^^ch 
ultimately  the  effluent  will  discharge.  One  cannot  look  forward  with  any 

flippant  irresponsibility  to  a dotting  about  tho  countryside  of  these  possible 
noxious  outfalls.  . k 

Little  nev7  work  of  interest  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year. 
Maintenance  has  been  the  objective.  Touchdng  the  country  people  most 
closely  in  this  matter  of  "disposal"  is  the  crude,  or  lack  of,  arrangement 
at  most  of  the  fairos.  Usually  this  resolves  itself  into  the  easiest  and 
most  wasteful  way  to  get  rid  of  one  of  the  extremely  valuable  and  cheap 
fertilizers  available. 

As  the  result  of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture's  policy  for  ploughing 
up  grassland,  it  has  been  possible  to  dispose  of  a large  aocummulation  of 
dried  sludge  from  the  "beds"  on  the  Aliestrec  Outfall  Works.  This  sludge  was 
plough(id  in  v/Lth  most  satisfactory  results. 

Rossibly  v/hen  the  new  plants  are  constructed,  there  may  be  a demand 
to  turn  all  farm  drainage  to  the  sewers.  This  is  a question,  which  at  a 

later  date  v/ill  bo  brought  for  your  very  careful  consideration. 


CLOSET  ACGOrnffiDATION. 

Little  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  ■with  the  substitution 
of  V7,C.'s  for  other  types  of  closet.  Conversions  were  limited  to  11 
privies  and  3 pail  closets  to  W.C.'s  and  6 privies  were  replaced  with  6 pail 
closets. 
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In  the  District,  additional  to  the  W.G.’s  there  are  still  some  1894 
pail  closets  and  209  priv^r  middens.  The  -e  are  alv^ays  a cause  of  trouble 
wherever  tho'  Council  have  instituted  a scavenging  scheme.  The  v/orkmen 
v/hether  employed  by  the  Council  or  contractors  resent,  more  or  less  volubly, 
having  to  give  attention  to  the  collection  and  dispoaal  of  the  contents  of 
these  receptacles.  Diind  ever;^'-  reasonable  person  must  have  a large  amount 
of  sympathy  mth  the  men.  Qur  opinion  definitely  is  that  wherever  it  is 

possible  to  change  over  to  the  water  carriage  system  it  should  be  legally 
obligatory  upon  the  owner  of  the  property  to  effect  thij^  change  over,  and 
where  such  change  is  not  practicable,  such  convenieace  should  invariably  be 
excluded  from  scavenging  schemes.  Difficulties  also  arise  over  the 

hours  when  this  service  should  be  given,  and  those  of  us  who  knoY/  the 
practical  objections,  especially  during  heavy  frosts,  find,feY;  arguments 
to  combat  the  Worlonens'  view  poirit. 


SOAVaNGINC. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  has  been  extended  to  the  parish  of 
Holbrook  by  ccntract  at  the  request  of  a Parish  Meeting,  a very  risky 
experiment  in  wartime,  v/hen  labour  is  so  difficult.  The  direct  labour 
schemes  continue  to  operate,  but Yuth  less  efficiency.  It  would  be 
fatuous  to  pretend  that  all  ip  as  well  as  one  could  wish^  ',  or  ito  profess 
no  disappointment  that  this  work  had  not  priority?-,  but  under  the  difficult 
times  one  must  commend  th.j  restraint  and  toleration  extended  by  general 
public  to  unavoidable  omraissions  of  collections. 

Generally  ov^r  th^  area,  the  Council’s  schemes  have  maintained  at 
least  a fortnightly  collection  and  your  Inspectors'  acknowledge  the  invariably 
loyal  co-operation  of  the  Council's  employees. 

BAKSHOUaES. 

Although  only  4 informal  notices  have  been  served  requiring  lime- 
washing etc  of  bakehouses  in  the  District,  this  number  is  higher  than  the 
average  of  previous  years  and  'in  this  small  way  is  indicative  of  the  manner 
hoatilities  are  effecting  the  labour  question  in  all  industries  Yvithout 
priorities.  These  places  Y?ere  immediately  put  in  order  and  it  may  be 
stated  that  conditions  are  satisfactory.  ' ■ 

aUIPOTG  SITDB> 

Pollov/ing  rthe  vigorous  action  taken  by  the  sub-committee  appointed 
to  deal  YTith  conditions  at  the  three  main  camping  sites  at  TiTiatstandv>?ell, 
a considerable  improvement  has  been  effected  during  the  year.  Regular 
inspections  show  that  the  majority  of  the  conditions  laid  down  for  camping 
sites  have  been  observed,  the  OYiners  making  every  effort  to  comply. with  the 
terms  of  their  licenses.
